Wear a heavy leather glove (with no 
holes in it!) on your ‘‘dipper hand”’ while 
casting. Use that gloved hand to turn the 
cut-off plate rather than the usual 
“whack with a stick” approach. You can 
hold the cut-off plate down tight against 
the top of the mold block if you will use a 
glove, which you can’t if you use a stick. 
| do this and my bullet bases are a lot 
better for it.

of it with a reprint from the ‘‘American 
Rifleman” of 1935. Donaldson gives a 
review, in part, of early group shooting, 
Rest shooting as it was called in the 
1800’s. The rest of the book is a review of 
Harvey Donaldson’s activities and his 
thoughts about many aspects of reload- 
ing and the cartridges that brought 
about the present state of the art among 
benchrest shooters. There are letters 
from great shooters and gunsmiths of 
the past. 

This book is of great interest to me 
because | knew Harvey Donaldson for 
the last dozen years of his life. We wrote 
each other regularly. When we went to 
Johnstown for a match we always took 
along an extra camp chair for Harve. He 
and his smelly cigar would arrive under 
our reloading fly Friday afternoon and 
visit with us throughout the weekend. 
Many young shooters knew who Harvey 
Donaldson was, but not what he was. 
They looked upon the little man as a 
noisy old man, running around the range 
like a bantam rooster in heat. Harve 
spoke up quite loud because he was 
hard of hearing and he moved about 
because he was interested in rifles and 
equipment, looking over each rig and 
asking about this and that. Often when 
someone thought they had come up with 
something rather new Harve would kick 
their legs out from under them with a 


remark such as, ‘‘I’ve got a tool like that 
over in my shop that Harry Pope made in 
1886." You can bet your life he had one 
too. 

Harve had a style of speaking and 
writing that gave many the impression 
that he was always bragging. He drop- 
ped names like Pope, Roberts, Smith, 
Mann, Niedner, Whelen, etc. like leaves 
from a maple tree in the fall. Many 
thought he couldn’t have possibly 
known all these people of the past. Be 
assured he knew them, shot with them 
and often worked with them on some pet 
rifle or cartridge. He started rest shoot- 
ing with muzzle loaders and came the 
full course, still designing and working 
on new cartridges to the last of his 89 
years. He might just have had something 
to brag about! 

| visited with Harve at his home in 
Fultonville, and in his shop up over the 
barn next to the old white house. Inside 
was a gloriously organized mess of 
reloading tools, components, moulds, 
bullet dies, and samples of everything 
else that might be conceived, all span- 
ning one hundred years or more. Here 
he could produce a letter he had from 
some great shooter or gunsmith of the 
past to support the tale he was telling. | 
have samples of jacketed bullets made 
in a die older than myself.

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while doing so, | heard all the details of 
how the bullet design came about, what 
cartridge it was for and what load 
worked best. Ever hear of IMR No. 16 
powder? Probably not, but there was fif- 
teen pounds of it up in Harve’s shop. 

A most memorable evening was spent 
there. Present was Harvey, Ray Biehler, 
my shooting gunsmith buddie, Bill 
Monell and myself. Ray was a very ill 
man at this time and we were to lose him 
shortly thereafter. What an evening that 
was! Harvey was busy most of the eve- 
ning showing Bill all the goodies and 
gadgets, cartridges, bullets, loading 
tools and measures of past and present. 
| had a long and informative visit with 
Ray, learning of the developments of the 
B & A bullet making dies and the grow- 
ing pains that went with them. Ray was 
quick to give much of the credit to others 
and insisted that the owners of the dies 
made a better bullet than they, B & A 
could manage. The bullets from these 
dies, of course, set many records over 
the years and are still making bullets 
that are as good as any, better than 
some. 

The book also records Donaldson’s 
contributions to organized benchrest 
competition. It’s because of his efforts,

It was 
described as a nice place with friendly 
shooters, good competition and a gen- 
uine willingness to help others learn 
the game of benchrest. | had to see this 
place called ‘‘The Bay” by some of its 
members. 

May of 1974 found me in Vermont for 
the Precision Shooting Magazine Board 
Meeting so | made it a point to drop by 
for a visit. What | found impressed me far 
beyond anything that | had anticipated. | 
had expected to find a place of high 
esteem, most likely with exquisite sur- 
roundings and delightful people | was 
not let down but | also found an attitude, 
perhaps the words contagious 
enthusiasm would fit better, there that | 
had never heard of before. 

To get the feeling think of your discus- 
sions with Charles Fountaine, the late 
Walt Hills, Walt Hodges, the Euber 
brothers, Myles Hollister, Norm Dixon 


and many more from that club. In each 
case there is a genuine feeling of 
pleasure at the opportunity to share 
benchrest with others. They love the 
game and don’t care who knows it. How 
does that feeling come about? All of us 
know of clubs where fighting and con- 
stant turmoil keep fun on the back burn- 
er. A closer look at the Dunham's Bay 
situation was called for. 

From the outside the club facilities are 
average. There is a rather old clubhouse 
that is warm in winter and dry when it 
rains. The food coming from there is 
good to excellent and in ample portions. 
The soda is cold and the coffee is hot. 
Things are always right. 

The grounds were wet and sloppy 
when | first visited. The sandy soil makes 
just as good a mud as any other. The 
puddles are just as deep and the rain is 
just as wet. Since that time the grounds 
have been dried up by adding more sand 
and by building concrete bench pads. 
More on that a little later. 

The target holders are what you would 
expect in benchrest and the bench tops 
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are not permanent due to multi-purpose 
use of the range. The range officer is 
friendly and the stat crew is accurate. 
The parking lot alternates between skat- 
ing rink and swimming hole all winter 
but it holds all the cars. It is drier now 
that the extra sand is in place. 

The weather can be anything from 
pleasant to damned nasty. The range is 
walled on 3 sides by tall trees which give 
the false impression of conditionless 
shooting. Nothing could be further from 
the truth. Overall this place offers a 
rather average reaction to those who 
stop by. What is so great about this 
range? It is just another place to shoot. 

If that is the case why do so many 
shooters drive for so many miles on such 
miserable winter days just to shoot with 
the Dunham’s Bay crew? There has to be 
a reason. To seek out the truth | made a 
special journey into the cold northland 
this past March. 

In the early 70’s the shooters of this 
area used to take their competition with 
the late John Dewey at Clinton Corners. 
John ran a fine match and did the game 
a lot of good. It got the shooters around 
the Lake George area really excited and 
they began to think about a place of their 
own. 

Enter Dunham’s Bay. As the club 
existed at that time (late 1972) it was a 
black powder club with one small back- 
stop made of logs. Hardly what one 
would view as a benchrest set-up but the 
men involved had visions. They were 
also willing to do the work required to 
advance the cause of shooting. Quality 
number one is that the men of this club 
give of their time and money willingly. 
Apparently they were good at salesman- 
ship as the club started in January of 
1973, without a roof over the firing 
points, in the dead of winter. 

On my visit to the range | tried to iden- 
tify who started the whole thing. | was

unable to firmly establish a leader figure 
as they all passed the buck along to 
someone else, denying that they were 
that important. Quality number two is 
modesty. A list of the really active early 
members would include Myles Hollister, 
Charles Fountaine, Walt Hills who put up 
the first roof over the benches, Norm 
Dixon, Norm Martin, Walt Hodges and 
perhaps a few more. 

Later the range was to grow in num- 
bers of shooters and each year found 
more willing workers. My first exposure 
to the fine men of this club was with Walt 
Hills. When | arrived on a damp day in 
winter the good Mr. Hills took time from 
his activities and explained, quite 
proudly, how the club had grown and 
how they had plans for its further 
growth. Every time | saw Walt after that 
first meeting he took time to update what 
had been done there. When he passed 
away a few years ago the sport lost one 
of its greatest supporters. | miss him 
deeply. 

In more recent years a shooter who 
especially likes the Dunham’s Bay range 
inquired as to what he could do for the 
club. When it was explained that they 
really needed concrete pads for the 
benches he told them to go ahead with 
the work and he would take care of it. 
Thank you Mr. Ernie Willson for doing 
something that was above and beyond 
what was expected. All of us who shoot 
there appreciate your kindness. A third 
quality called generosity lurks around 
Dunham’s Bay. 

Slowly the club has made improve- 
ments and polished its act till it was the 
first to register a 100 meter shoot during 
1980. They built new holders for the 
targets and improved the downrange 
part of the operation to go along with the 
roof and new concrete pads. Foresight 


belongs to this club as it is always look- 
ing ahead. 

Today they can offer 100 meter 
matches which are as smooth and effi- 
cient as any in this land. They look for- 
ward to the 200 meter line being com- 
pleted and the possiblity of registered 
summer matches. We all look forward to 
that too. 

Looking at the facilities and watching 
the operation does not tell the whole sto- 
ry. It reveals that this club is ready and 
willing to do what it can for others and 
the advancement of the sport of 
benchrest shooting. 

The real source of the reputation this 
club has is in the hearts and minds of the 
shooters. Nowhere is there a gang more 
willing to share, be it ideas or equip- 
ment, than this crew. | have seen them 
give good information to shooters who

then went on to beat them. | have seen 
them loan rifles to shooters with prob- 
lems and decline any payment for the 
components. It is their way, God bless 
them! 

Time and time again new shooters 
have turned up at this range with an in- 
terest in benchrest and little more. When 
the boys at ‘‘The Bay” were through with 
them they were polished competitors. 
Wherever the Dunham’s Bay shooters 
compete you can expect to see them 
winning a few prizes. In 1976 Myles 
Hollister, Charles Fountaine and Allie 
Euber took the top 4 prizes at the IBS 
Championships in Johnstown. Was it 
luck? Not by a long shot my friends; it 
was more planning, skill and dedication 
to the sport of benchrest than anything 
else. They also try to make it a fun thing. 

Having fun at anything makes it all the 
easier to do and this gang will make a 
point of enjoying the sport. Sharing is 
part of the fun and they are willing to 
teach what they know to anyone who will 
listen. It is no secret that they are out to 
win the world over to benchrest. 

When | was organizing ‘Benchrest 
79”, the school for teaching benchrest, | 
naturally looked to this spot for part of 
my staff. Myles Hollister is the finest 
troubleshooter of the benchrest rifle in 
the game. He was willing to share with 
the school students. Allie Euber came 
on board to share his excellent condi- 
tion reading skills with all of us. Later 
when | saw a need to add another staffer 
| called Dan Hufnail. Dan lives over the 
hill in Vermont but his heart is the same 
as those found at Dunham's Bay and he 


has shot there for many years. The at- 
titude just grows on you when you are 
there for any length of time. Teaching 
benchrest comes naturally for these 
good men. 

Coupling all these qualities finds us 
faced with a fine range that is staffed by 
competent people who care for the feel- 
ings and interests of others. What they 
may lack in the way of modern, and it is 
little, they make up for with genuine. 
Those who shoot there, or with these 
men, come back for more time and time 
again as they know that they are rubbing 
elbows with some of the finest competi- 
tors that the world has ever known. 
There can be no finer compliment for 
those who have labored so hard to make 
something work. You have done well 
and we appreciate your efforts. May your 
future offer as much as your past has 
given. 

All of us are aware of pockets of this 
sort of activity. The south now has a few 
places where this same sort of thing 
goes on. | am told that the Texas boys 
will take a shooter under their wing and 
show him how. Englishtown has been 
known for helping others learn 
benchrest. The list can go on and on but 
when shooters gather the influence of 
Dunham's Bay stands out by a wide 
margin. | don’t honestly think that they 
have any secrets. They are just good old 
boys who are doing their best to get a 
job done. They work overtime at it and 
we all owe them a lot of thanks. Without 
this great effort on the part of shooters 
benchrest would not be the fine sport 
that it is today. 
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The Pros and Cons of Preloading 


Preloading is the practice of assem- 
bling all of ones ammo needed at a shoot 
in advance at home. There are personal 
and technical advantages and disadvan- 
tages to this sort of thing, and the pur- 
pose of this essay will be to list as many 
as possible, letting the reader decide 
which he can live with, and allow him to 
discard those he cannot tolerate. 


FOR: 

1. Having found a good load at home, 
and with sixty cases reworked to 
near identical perfection, why not 
preload them for record? With about 
forty more not so good cases for 
sighters you have it made for a nor- 
mal 100-200 yard agg., including 
warm ups. 

2. Preloading makes better ammo 
since it is done at home under 
uniform conditions with plenty of 
time to check out every important 
detail. 

3. Not having to bother with hurried 
reloading allows the shooter more 
time to relax, to visit friends, to 
engage in more bull sessions and to 
avoid deadline tensions. 

4. Preloading eliminates the need to 
drag along powder, primers, bullets, 
loading blocks, dies, clamps, tools, 
loading presses, primer seaters, ar- 
bor presses, funnels, hammers, 
measures, micrometers, dial indica- 
tors, boxes, spinners and other 
assorted paraphenalia. Think of the 
weight in terms of gas mileage! 

5. Preloading your 13-1/2 and 10-1/2 
pound guns allows even more 
freedom to goof off; in fact in most 
instances preloading may cover the 
entire two gun agg. program for the 
weekend. 

6. Rushing around at a fast moving 
shoot with barely enough time to 
reload is a sweaty endurance con- 
test. Preloading is the only answer. 

7. If you preloaded a hot combo load 
and the weather turns out warmer 
than expected, don’t fret. Put your 
reloads in Mrs. Hart’s spare 
refrigerator, in the well house or in 
any convenient nearby beer cooler.

Mrs. Hart won't care as she'll think 
they belong to Wally. 

If you shoot a heavy gun that re- 
quires twice as much handloading 
between matches you better come 
preloaded or at least half-preloaded. 
Arriving at 3:00 a.m. and pitching a 
tent by flashlight in the rain is made 
more pleasant and comforting 
knowing one is preloaded. 

The time saved by preloading allows 
the shooter to volunteer as a referee. 


AGAINST: 


1. 


It’s impossible to get sixty identical 
trustworthy cases for record, so 
preloading at the range is mandato- 
ry. 


. Conditions of temperature, wind, 


rain, snow, sleet, steam, hail or 
vapor may change so that the 
shooter will insist on going up or 
down a few clicks, switch primers, 
bullets or even powders. This is in 
sharp contrast to the preloader who 
is stuck with what he cooked up at 
home. 


. Shooting the same gun twice (for LV 


and SP) or three times (HV, LV and 
SP) would require too many cases — 
out of the question. 


. Some shooters like fresh ammo, 


nothing more than 16 hours old. This 
requires on the spot reloading. Ex- 
cessive neck tension for too long a 
time is bad. But then if this is so 
where are the data to prove this 
point? 


. The shooter may wish to practice for 


an hour or so at each yardage using 
good match ammo. Again this would 
require too many cases. Similarly 
the shooter may wish to take ten to 
fifteen sighter shots per match in- 
stead of two or three. None of these 
contingencies can be planned in ad- 
vance. 

Some shooters don’t know how to 
entertain themselves between 
matches so they in fact look forward 
to handloading. It gives them some- 
thing to do and also show off their 
latest equipment. 


10. 


If the shooter preloads 100 rounds at 
home with bullets at 10 cents each, 
then finds it imperative to change 
his load, he just lost a ten spot. 
Would anyone with all his marbles 
dare to shoot pulled bullets on his 
record targets? 

Rattling loaded ammo around in a 
hot car trunk or truck for hundreds 
of miles is not a good idea. Not only 
that, the police might take a dim 
view of your passing through with a 
half bushel basket full of ammo in 
the event of even the slightest acci- 
dent. 


. A shooter wishing to seat his 


preloads a little deeper will probably 
have no trouble in finding someone 
with an acceptable seating die, but 
how many of us carry pullers? 

A fair number of shooters come to 
the matches with cases that need 
fire forming. For any number of 
reasons it was not possible to do 
this at home so this calls for some 
practice followed by some serious 
case preparation and handloading. 


The arguments pro and con seem to 
be a standoff; perhaps we are up against 
an issue that can not be resolved. Per- 
sonally, | load as much of my ammo as is 
possible at home and load the rest of it at 
the shoot.
